E_L.F. interviews an eyewitness by telephone... 
..what we were going to onginally do was go to 
Peoples Stage in Peoples Park & smash 


* televisions. We started gathering about 6pm, a 


good 50-60 people. We were ready to get up on 
the stage & smash TV's. Reverend Jim of the 


Ordained Church of the FROG was up at the - 


Chateau- a student cooperative housing 
development He had an electric vehicle full of 
about 20-30 TV’s . The police intercepted the 
vehicle and med to confiscate all the televisions. 
They told everyone they couldn't go into the 
park and smash TV’s. 

So what we did was make banners, like 
“BIG BROTHER WATCHING YOU” and took 
all the TV’s and marched down Telegraph 
Avenue and took over the street. We started 

-smashing TV’s in the streets! We stopped up 
traffic for about ten blocks, and there weren’t 
any police to be seen. So we smashed TV’s with 
big sledge hammers, taking them by the cords, 
and swinging them. Finally the cops showed up 
and we took off for the park. 

There we found out Reverend Jim had 
20 TV’s hidden im the park, and so it became like 
a scavenger hunt for those who were jonesing to 
smash TV’s. Everyone gathered and there was a 
big speech. 

Then; “ROBO-COP”, this big cop that’s 
his nickname anyways he shows up, his mace all 
Teady. You can tell he was kind of on edge. 
ROBO-COP and some lady cop started 
confiscating the remaining TV’s while everyone 
yelled “thief!!!” Suddenly masses of cops started 
marching in single file. It looked funny!, They 
started to get all in front of the stage in order to 
blockade it Everyone harassed them, including 
THE NAKED GUY, who was throwing rotten 





fruit. One cop yelled “#5 and 6 get ready!” and 
they tned to surround him but he began to run 
and got all the way to the Chateau when cops 
ambushed him, and brought him to the ground.

If you had a chance to speak face to face with 
the police and the Berkeley 
community in general, what would you say? 

We came to have a_ peaceful 
demonstration. We had been really responsible, 
we laid out tarps to catch glass and broken bits of 
television. People come to the park with bare feet 
and we were conscious of Tespecting that. It was 
because of the cops obstructing our nght to 
demonstrate that we ended up smashing TV’s in 
the street. We didn’t plan to do that. We planned 
an orderly demonstration, in a park on a stage 
that is traditionally used for demonstrations. 

The state does not like free thinkers!
